She is on the meridian 57 mm. past five, having under her the small stars 
in the bead ot the Archei. At nine she is 6y° from the first of Pegasus. 

10th. The moon is on the ntendtati at 54 nun. past ten, having above her the 
four stai s m Squ-iiti, llie two Eastern being to the East, and the two Western tu 
the West ot the meridian , at nine -she is 74J deg. Aom Aldebaran, and of course at 
nearly the same distance, though not io fai from the planet Jupiter. 

15th. She rises undei Jupiter and the Pleiade and is soon followed by Aldebaran 
and the gioop fo\ med by these stars Wrll excite attention during the night. Before 
she sers she passes a Uige pait of the Bui' but does not reaoh Aldebaran before 
day light. 

20th. She is in the barren space in the Ciab, having passed the line drawn between 
the two fiist stais of the Twins and produced, and during the morning of the 21st 
we shall see these stars above her. 

45th. She rues under Mji.s and near the second of the Virgin ; ajid, as she ascends 
the beavtns, we p rceive to the East of hei the five stais j n triangle of ibis con- 
steliatiou , and on this and the tallowing morning, we shall observe between her and 
the sun, belore sunrise, Meicuiy and the first of the Virgin. 

Mercury is in his infeuor conjunction on the 17th at three quarters past nine in 
the morning, and of course he is an evening star dining the foiroer part of the month 
but a morning stai dining the lattei. The moon passes him on the 36th. 

Venus is an evening sun, being at her greatest elongation oo the nth, he* 
motion is direct thiuush about 3u» being on the first about 6° from the south of 
the Scorpion and to the west of this star, under which, and above Antares, hercomse 
is directed, and she finishes it near wniway between the eie-hth, the. serpent bearer 
and the third of the Archer. The Moon passes her on the second. 

Mars is an evening stai, his height above the horizon at sunuse continually encreas- 
ing; his motion is dnect thiough a little more than 19", The moon passes him on 
the 24th. 

Jupiter Is on the meridian at half past three in the tnorjiing of the 1st and at a 
quarter past two on the ]9th. On the first he rises r*b<>nt eight m the evening and 
earlier every succeeding night his mottou is retrograde, through a little more than 
2§o. He is in a conspicuous situation bttvveen the Pleiades and Hyades, but to the 
West of the lme between these stais and Ahlebaian, hut further front the latter star 
and this distance is daily ineieasing. The moon passes him on the 10th. 

Saturn is an evening stai, and his duration above the horizon after snn.set is daily 
decreasing , in the middle ot the month, «e may notice the passage of Venus by bim. 
Tbe moon passes him on the 31st. 

Herschell is but abont 8 or 9 de%. above the hovwop at snn set on the first, and 
this bright is daily diminishing. The ruofui passes him on the 1st and again Qn the 
39th.
